Their.namcs arc tliono 
of Italian animals, cacii one being 
symbolic of its own particular charac- 
ter. For example, the leading character 
Volpone means and signifies the 
"Fox".

"The part plit.-c 1 by Jewels In 
political history," said Mien lloss has 
been Incredibly great. They have 
caused wars nnd overthrown dynas- 
ties .ind llieir beauty and mystery lias 
eniianseil tlic^r chanii." The word 
"diamond" is d-^rlved from llic f 'eek 
uilamus meaning "unconquerable'" ow- 
ing to the qualllioa allribute.l to It ' y 
tho Greeks.- The famous Pitt diamond, 
now belonging to Franco and called 
the "r.CKcnt", weighs -laO karats and 
has an cslimaled value oC $2,400,000. 
History of Emeralds 

ISmerolds have a history dating back 
to ancient times for they were dl.-;- 
eovcrcd In the ruins of I'ompeil. Pcnrls 
.no tlie Kenus inoM freiiuen 'y used 
Cor nttUIaees of royaltj'. Tho Chinese 
knew of them four thousand years ago. 
"La Pclegrlna" is probably tho most' 
precious stone now In existence. It 
was bought fr^m a slave in return for 
lil.<; freedom, and sent to the Spanls'i 
King. When Philip 11 married Mary 
Tudor he gave It to her 'or a wcddlns 
present. Tlic first ruble!!, continued 
Miss ItosH were found In Burma and 
later in Slam. In the French crown it 
adorns the order of the Golden Fleece. 

"History shows, that Avomr- has

herself from her enemies, once dis- 
guised as a laundress, tlic second time 
assisted by William ' Douglas. ' Ltidy 
Kithlsdale, a Jacobite, in 1713 iruccess- 
fully arranged for tlio escape ot her 
husband from prison on the evo (">•:- 
ccullon. While u Ilus^lan girl Marie

Physics Colloquium Hears 
f>;clurc by J. F. Heard 

"Atoms when submitted to an elec- 
tric current become excited, and spec- 
tra observed through atoms in tiiis 
condition show the linos to be. dis- 
placed." stated J.' Hoard yester- 
day altornoon wlillo addressing (he 
Physics Colloquium. Tlio subject for 
Ills lecluro w.as "The Stark Effect in 
.Multiple Speclra." 

Mr. Heard said tlial he had, during 
tho holidays, been working with Dr. 
II. R. Harkncss a McGill graduate 
and tliat In the course ot tjicir oxpcri 
mcnls soino surprising relationships 
in atomic structure had been discov- 
ered. In discussing tho phençmena 
of multiple structure In norm.a] spec- 
tra, tho lecturer explained tlio four 
energy levels for an undisturlied atom 
and then showed how Professor 
Stark, by suliJecUiig tiie atoms to an 
electric current ciiu.'sed lliem to lie re 
moved from their orbit. Tho result 
ing spectr.a showed that normal lines 
iuid been iliap'.accd and broken. 

Tliere ia an analogy between the 
■Stnrk and the Zeeinan offects. Tho 
former creates an electric di.sliirbaiice 
while tiic later briitgs the atoms into 
!>■ magnotic field. Xiio result i.i that

The cour.-^e in intended to meet the 
needs ot 'secroiarii..», research work - 
srs, gradun.tc students, and office as- 
sistants, and will aid in tlie arrange- 
ment and use of books, the taking of 
notes a.nd references, and in filing 
\>ook^, pamphlets, papers and mcmo- 
i'3 nda.' 

I..eclurcs and supervised laboratory 
work Instruct students In the princi- 
ples ot dictionary cataloguing. The 
a.'isisning of «nljject headings Is also 
taught, Tho fundamental principles 
of classification form a basis for llic 
practical application of the Dcwcy 
Decimal and Cutter Kxpanslvo sys- 
lenui. Some attention U given to tiic 
cards, and tlio .-isslgnlng of book num- 
bers from tho Cuttcr-Sanhorn autlior 
t.âblcs, shelf-listing, alphaboting, and 
filing. These various processes will 
bo correlated in order to give the litii- 
dents practice in planning tlic full 
cataloguing of a book.

"Oiir knowledge ot Canada liai been 
greatly increased In the last few 
years. The maii of Canada lias gra- 
dually unrolled Itself, and. though tho 
effort.i of exiilorers, fur-traders and 
avl.alor.", ilio whole of our country Is 
now maiiped." .stated Professor T. W. 
L. AlacDcrmot. Assistant Profcs.ior of 
History, lost night at the Mechanics 
Institute, In liis address, "The Chang- 
ing Slap of Canada." 

In Introducing iil.s .«uïjjert. Profes- 
sor MacDcrmot .•■t.ili'd thai ho had 
divided the tall; Into .several seeilon;^ 
nnd thai ho would deal fir.st v.-ith the 
early days of diseoverie>5. 

Maps Improved Gradually 
lly means of slides, the lecturer 
showed the 'improvemcnts which hod 
been made in the map of tho Xew 
World. Tho ma)) wlileli ( .'olumbiis' 
u.,pd In his cpocli-making voyaRe 
v,ns sliown to be not only Inaeciiraie 
na to the positions of the various 
countries, but was very much oft scale 
as well. Gradually, as tho know- 
ledge of the geography ot the Ameri- 
can continent grew, and with the In- 
troduction ot . M ereator's Projection 
into map-n^aklng, maps became more 
accurate. 

Professor MacDernm: ïi:ol;e on the 
explorations ot Hudson, Champiuln, 
and LaSallc, and showed how these 
men opened up the as yet unknown 
regions about Xew Franee. After the 
conquest ot Canada. JIackenzic and 
many others explored tho 'West, and 
the tiir-tradlng compajiies did mucii 
to open up the far North. Hy the 
end of tho IStli century, the outline 
of the map ot Canada was known 
quite accurately, although tho posi- 
tion of tho lakes and rivers in the 
Interior differed considerably on the 
various inaii.-'. 

Political Changes of Maps 
The speaker then turned his at- 
tention to tbo changes wliich have 
been made on tho political maps of 
this continent: In 1032, by a treaty 
between tho two countries, Charles 
l ot Kngland gave Canada back to

Modern Religion 

It is quite certain that at eorn? pEi'jci'. 
between birth and Ri'uduation, the aver- 
age collejre .student lias worried .seriou.sly 
about religion, — and this despite the fa- 
shionable opinion to the contrary. How- 
ever, he is usually far too self-conscious 
to talk about it and hides whatever beliefs 
he holds under a cloak of silence, or some- 
times of ridicule and agnosticism. 

If religion h to l>e internreted as ad- 
herence to a set of more or less unchang- 
ing principles the modern is particularly 
bpffled with so many firmly fixed values 
topnliner daily to the ground around him 
and with even the more enduring truths 
in a state of continual flux.

The Evangelical 
Christian Union, going to the opposite 
jïole, urges the sentimental doctrines of 
Christ. Others .stand between these ex- 
tremes, some maintaining that true con- 
solation comes from a good life; others 
that tlie aim and end of religion is the 
sacîal uplift of mankind. Interlacing these, 
there , are ^'iterally hundreds of small 

efOW^ËM^SM^^^"^^^^il for itself the right 
to wneard!^' 

In this welter of conflicting ideas and 
beliefs it is fitting and appropriate that 
t|ie Students' Christian Association should 
sponsor their newly announced series of 
lectures on "Religion arid the' Modern 
World". The meetings are to take place 
every Monday afternoon at five for the 
rest of the term, the speakers being mem- 
bers of the Faculty, and the addres.ses to 
-be followed by discu.ssion. As an indi- 
cation of what may be expected tlie first 
two lectures have been announced as "Re- 
ligion and the Scientific Method" by Dr. 
A. V, Douglas, and "Religion and Philoso- 
p)iy" by Professor C. W. Hsndel.

LITERARY NOTE 

Some weeks ago wo quoted In those columns a 
short poem by Adelaide Crapsey. AVe havo since 
received several Inquiries a* to who Adelaide 
Crapsey la. 

Adelaide Crapsey was the daughter ot a Roch- 
ester, N.Y., clergyman, and was educated there and 
at VasBor. In 1911, ot the ago of thirty-throe she 
became an English instructor at Smith's College, 
having spent tho previous two years In Itoly and 
In England working on an exhaustive thesis— "An 
Analysis of English Jlctrlcs." Worn out by over- 
work she contracted tuberculosis and died at tlie 
Saranac Sanatorium in 1914 at the early ago of 
thlrly-slx. During her year's stoy at this Institu- 
tion ahe turned to poetry and developed a poetic 
form called tho "clnqualno," which is not unlike the 
Japanese "hokku." Her poetry Is terse, passlon.ito 
and melancholy. At times, overcome by tho cver- 
prosent realization of her approacliing death, she 
trod tho sunlit heights of poetry. Her work on Eng- 
lish metrics was left unfinished at her death.

tho river. Nor, suy tho censors, are German sol- 
diers to bo shown devoted to drinking: this In 
reference to tho superannuated schoolboys rais- 
ing a stein in front ot the picture of a vaudeville 
actress. Nor was tho PlcUlehaubo worn in 1917, 
or did officers appear In neglected uniform, though 
perhaps unshavcd.

Elaboration of setting, prodigality of talent, 
and a bowing down before tho gods ot photography 
iiavo veneered but not hidden a complete lack of 
clear dramatic thinking and sincerity in many ex- 
pensive recent talkies. "Hells' Angels" lia.s been 
aptly called "the quintessence ot vulgar thinking 
wrapped around magnificent air photography":

France, allhough Quebec and tho sur- 
rounding country had been captured 
by the British. Gradually New France 
was enlarged, and the French settlers 
often came Into conflict with the men 
of tho Hudson's Bay Company, which 
liad lioen cliarlcreil by the King of 
ICnglanU. By the end of tho seven- 
teenth century, .series of wars be- 
tween England and France resulted 
In a change ot tho frontier. The 
statesmen who ^drew up the treaties 
had often only a vague notion of the' 
sizo and i)o.sltlon of the territories 
which they were handing back and 
forth, and the speaker .mentioned, a 
caso where England gave> Aoadla to 
France, but retained fofltself Nova 
Scotia! 

By tho treaty ot Paris, all oC Can- 
ada camo imder tho power of Eng- 
land, and after the American Revolu- 
tionary War, the colonics ot tho. At- 
lantic sea-board were separated-from 
tho Slotlier Country, and new bound- 
aries were made.

railroads, and tho airplane trnnspor- 
latlon service. Ho also showed slides 
of Quebec, Alontreal und other citlcii 
as they upp'sared In tho 17th and I8tb 
centuries, and compared them with the 
pictures ot tho cities as they appear 
today. ■

Paddock Denies 
Bribery Charges 

"Athletic conditions almost caused 
tho downfall of tho University of 
Southern California," reveals Charles 
Paddock Jn an article on the "Tro- 
jans'* in the January Collage Humor, 

"Many a great athlete entered U. 
S. C. and was accused ' Kgulkrly of 
having been bribed. The college at 
that time however was so cramped 
financially tbat there was liar^jy àny 
school In the country which bad less 
proselyting. My own case might serve 
as an example. I had run Just about 
as well before I reached tho University 
as I ever did during my college days. 
Having been 'propositioned' by lead- 
ing Institutions throughout tho coun- 
try, it was naturally assumed that 1 
undoubtedly must liave had a lucra- 
tive offer from Southern California 
As a matter of fact, I had grown up 
on the" beach' In tlie' summer time as 
a friend of Warren Bovard, the son 
of the president and now comptroller 
of the university, ^ye> used to run 
ra,ces on tho beacii together in com- 
pany with Fred Kelly, Olympic hurd- 
ling cliamplon, and it was only na- 
tural that a warm personal regard 
should have existed. During my stay 
at college, 'Bovle.' as he was affec- 
tionately known, and I had many a 
laugh concerning tho Chartres of pro- 
fessionalism %vith which rival schools 
accused the , university and myself."

Education Incomplete 
Without Attention To 
Physical Development 

Fifty Percent of Students Take No Part in Competitive 
Games, States Coach Fetzer — Also Writes That No- 
thing Cûn Replace Health Pfoducing Exercises. 



R. R. Fetzer, dlrectoi- of~athletics 
und head coach of track, i.ssueg a 
challenge to the fituUents of the Uni- 
versity not lo neglect their physical 
development while tiylng to set a 
well-rounded and complete education. 
Coach Fetzer finds that In spite of tho 
extensive varsity, freshman, und In- 
trainuirul athlctii; iirograms, Uiore are 
about fifty per cent of tlio student 
body who do not take part In any kind 
01" competitive atiiletic contests. ■' 

"This bus bueii termed the at'*" of 
iuvçnttoJi,': -.slatL-s (Joacli Vuiy.ir, "but 
wo Ellll have tlie problem of Invent- 
ing sometiiing to take the place of 
health i)roduclng exercise and recrea- 
tion. We must supplant this artificial 
environment and sedentary living 
with' .out-of-,dpor,-;nlndcdness 4,nd 
atlilcllcs." 

Besides' .tiie .many benefits- derived 
from building up the body i>hysicaily, 
there are the many ideals of sports- 
manship, such as loyalty, courtesy, 
initiative, iinseiflshness, honor, and 
courage, which £.an Jbe learned only 
through athletic competition, says tho 
University's' athletic director. His 
complete statement follows: 

"In rfpitc of tlic uigent calls for 
candidates for tlie many branches of 
varsity and freshman athletics, and 
tho «plendld opportunity afforded by 
a well organized intramural program, 
there are still about fifty per cent of 
our students who ai'c not competing 
in any form of competitive games. 

"Students cumo to tho University, 
often at the cost of great sacrifices, 
to obtain an. cducotlon. Surely, an edu- 
cation that neglects the physical man 
and cll.sriyards tho opportunity for 
tho dovolopmont of the manly traits 
of character, and of learning by 
actual practice the invaluable lessons 
of sportpmanshlp. cannot be called a 
complete education. 

"The necessity for parllcipation In 



athletics is far greater and more ur- 
gent than It was even ten or twelve 
years ago, for the tendency is more 
and more toward tho artificial life. 
This has been termed the age of In- 
vention, but, we Htm have llic |)ro- 
ioni of inventing something lo lake 
the place of iieaJth producing exer- 
cise and recreation. We must aur- 
piant this artificial environment and 
sedentary living with oul-of-door- 
nilndcdness and athletics. 

"The University is being called upon 
to produce real, finished men, ready 
and trilling to taice Ihclr pluocs In tho 
world. Men, who will not be foiced 
aside In modern bu.slness or In life by 
an ailing body. Health is necessary 
for success in business and in life, 
and the same elements of , cimracler 
that mako for sticcess in athletics are 
welcomed and souglit after in the 
business world. The ideals of sports- 
monshlp, honor, loyally, courtesy. Ini- 
tiative, Iinseiflshness, and courage; 
what finer characteristics can a man 
carry witli him from his college train- 
ing when, ho enters the field of busi- 
ness. 

"There is ample opportunity for 
every student In the University to 
participate In some branch of sport. 
Tho winter program Includes varsity 
and freshman, basketball, boxing, 
wrestling, and track; and varsity foot- 
ball training; also, a complete Intra- 
mural program. Get in line. Form 
the habit of daily systema.tic exerr 
ciso and accept your obligation as a 
student of the University of North 
Carolina to support an athletic pro- 
gram worthy of the leading educa- 
tional institutions of tho South."

Lawlessness, Speed, Habits 
Bewilder African Visitor 



Horrified by the state of lawlessnesk, 
that is ballyhooed by United States 
newspapers Mrs. Eugeno Van Soelcn, 
whose husband will receive a degree 
from the university at the end of the 
term, will return to her South African 
home with all impressions subservient 
to the one that: 

"If this Is God's country wliy are 
all the angels in heaven and all the 
devils in Chicago?" 

Americans Are Prograaslve 

While her tour of the country re- 
vealed that Americans are progres- 
sive^ have marvelouB initiative and 
"push" she is confirmed in her opinion 
that law-breaking is proof of poor 
government control from coast to 
coast In that respect, at least, she 
explained, South Africa with her two 
million whites and some 14 million 
black population has the better gov- 
emment, 

Mr. and Mrs. Van Soelen have re- 
sided in Madison from tlie opening of 
the school year in 1929. Mr. Van 
Soelen will follow up his master's de- 
,gree work at Wisconsin with a course 
at tho University of London for his 
doctor's degree. He accomplished his 
under-graduate work at the University 
of Steltenbosch in Sputh Africa. 

Varaatlllty of Woman Impresaiva 

"Indeed we were impressed with the 
general efficiency of tho American 
people upon our arrival," Mrs. Soelen 
relates. "Dut the amazing versatility 
of American women that can partici- 
pate in thick political battles, work 
hard and long In offices, run house- 
holds on perfectly greased wheels, 
and still handle their social duties Is 
an element of American life I've never 
been acquainted with." 

The very young and very lately 
turned matron recalls her arrival at 
Madison with amusement: 

Exparlansad C«ld Winter 

"First of all wo left South Africa 
In liie midst of a beautiful summer 
ond headed strulglit Into the coldest 
winter I've ever In my life oxpertenc- 
od. Tiien when I saw the llttlv 
wooden houses of Adama street, which 
were a strnnge enough contrast to 
the l)rieli anil stone liouses ot Africa. 
1 was fearful tlint one strong wind 
would blow them awny." 

The Union of .South Africa Is divid- 
ed Into four provinces, exclusive of 
Ithodesia, w'nlcli aro Cape Colony. 
Transvaal, Natal, and Orange Free 
State, which Is Mrs. Van Soelen's 
liome. 

Africans Speak True English 

"My family has lived in South Afri- 
ca for generations; an<l wo speak a 
truer English than Canadians who 
speak the King's English as you 
American's do," she points out. "Most 
of you in tho United States imagine 
that a South African Is a negro. Per- 
haps you don't realize that South 
Africa belongs to England, that we 
are self-governed, and the white 
population consists of descendants of 
Dutch arid German Protestants and 
French Huguenots, as well as Eng- 
liah settlers." 

Only the colored people who are 
domestio servants may enter the ci- 
ties, she stated, while the remainder 
of the population is delegated to col- 
onies. 

Astonished at Informal Attire 
Afrs. Van Soelen expressed astonish- 
ment at the informal attire of college 
men during the summer months. 

"To coniE to class in sliirt sleeves la 
an unthinkable thing in African uni-

Likes Lectures 

That students should display so 
little interest and ambition in tiio 
work tliat they should write letters 
and read newspapers during tho lec- 
tures was inpomprehcnslblo to this 
lady. She shook her head as If to toss 
off tlio unpleasantness of it and con- 
tinued: . , 

''When Jlr. Van Soelen expressed 
intention of coming to America for 
further university training people as- 
sured liln) tliat ho was coming to the 
right place. 'ïou can e.islly buy a de- 
gree there; they told him.' 
Thought a Thatia Could be Purchased 

That a thesis could bo purchased 
here without the slightest difficulty 
was the conviction of every South 
African who seemed to speak authori- 
tatively on the United States, Mr*« 
Van Soelen states. That the Ameri- 
cans are "dollar mad" Is sincerely 
maintained by Europeans, the dis- 
covered In her extensive travels 
abroad. 

"Because I've so long been informed 
that everything at ail can be pur- 
chased in America." tho interviewer 
explained, "I confess that I feel South 
African standards In the universities 
to bo far higher and more rigid than 
here In your country. Obviously a 
grade of excellent is easy of attain- 
ment; In my land it is different."-' 
Notice Odd Serving Customs 

Despite hor bowilUernicnt at the 
strange names on restaurant menus 
for familiar dishes, tho odd purely 
American custom of serving woter be- 
fore the meal and tlie Inileclslon over 
green tea which -"tlio had never heard 
of until her arrival here, :^^rs, Van 
Soelen has quickly adapted herself 
lo tho customs of the country. 

Sho Bumniarlzps l.er orientation to 
American ways in tliesc word-s: 

"1 have even learned to say '1 get 
a. big kick out of it,' and know what 
I'm talking about."

>VHAT CAN COLLEGE STUDENTS DO? 

Business depression, liiio tho Irlsit pool's ban- 
slice, has liowlcd villiout our windows, nnd cliillcd 
tho waimtli ot securKy In our liomc». It lias ox- 
tended Its i>;ir:ily2inEr kiss to our Industries, cur- 
tailed tho production oC our copper mines, and low- 
ered tho prico ot cotton, and other asricultural pro- 
ducts. It lias removed from our workers tho secur- 
ity oC their Jobs, .ind, throughout tho nation, mil- 
Hons walk tlio streets sedvingr work nnd food, lend- 
ing an car. pfi'liaps to insidious Communistic lu'opa- 
ganda which has as its purposo the entire crippllne 
o£ our industrial and economic system. 

AVhat can we, as students, do about It? Arizona, 
statistics ttifornt us, has been touched ligiitly, com- 
pared with oilier rci;ions, by tlie depression ban- 
shoe's kiss. Yet wo know that In our state, too, 
there la suffering and despair resulting from unem- 
ployment. Therefore, we, oC tho Uiiiversily of Ari- 
zona, must bo interested in tho question which has 
been asked. "What could the ono million colieso 
students do .about unemployment?" 

In answerini; this question, wo must, first of 
oil, rca'i;!o what it means to us. AVo must realize 
that contliniiiii: depression will Increaslnsly affect 
us >a.s Individuals. It will mean that wo shall bo de- 
prived of our little lu.xurics and pleasures; it will 
mean decreased income for the state, with a harder 
fight to secure appropriations for tlio university; 
it will mean hard times for thoso STOups trying to 
\iay for new houses, duo to decreased registration. 
It will mean that Eoniu of us may not return to 
collège after the year cnd.s, to those ot us who aro 
graduatin.i;, it will mean that the much needed jobs 
Will not be available. 

Now, wliat can we do about it? It is useless to 
devise complicated and novel schemes for banish- 
ing depression, nallylico which exceeds the limits 
ot legilimate aJvcrtisinp will not bring the desired 
result. However, cani)ialgns of .a legitimate nature 
should bo supported. Those ot us who have savings 
should spend them in a normal manner, in fact, as 
recent advertising has Indicated, we, at the pre- 
sent time, can save a great deal by purchasing 
clotliins and other needed articles now. Aside from 
pulling as iiiiieh money as pufsiblo in circulation 
llitrc is little wi; can do now. as sludtnls. to help 
the present depression. Cut In our hands rests tlie 
sole power to solve the ultimata problem, for we, as 
students, are ilic only major portion of our coun- 
liy's population pin<.'cd in a truly advantageous 
po.silion for invest Ipatlon of economic occurences. 

AVitliin our yrasp. as so well v.llhin the grasp of 
T13 ono else, tlicrc is available a record ot cver.v- 
ihlng which has ever talvcn jilaco In tho economic 
field. AVe have the opinions of every person ot au- 
thority, tempered by_ time, at our disposal on the 
printed page. AVe have instructors to whom wc may 
or may not care to listen, ready to Interpret the 
facts for u?. It rciuains for us to make use of these 
facllllics. tlie best o£ tlic nation, determine tho facts 
clearly, analyze them; investigate past theories ad- 
vanced for similar problems, discard those obvi- 
ously falsî, and blend the rest into a sensible work- 
ing jirograin which can be applied to conditions as 
tliO' exist. This should be our iirogram, for soon it 
"Will bo ui:r privilfgi; unci iliity to lake ovor the 
guiuanco ol the nation, and, for tho sake of our- 
eelvcH and our deEccndaiits, wo must be prepared 
to .solve existing problems. 

■yVe agree ivitli tlie economist who says that "our 
rre.ieut lcadcrs»"are consistent only in their in- 



consistencies." Wo bcllcvo tiiat what our nation ani^ 
tlio whole world needs Is not tho present group ot 
Balicl-tongucd leaders, but a great rcprcsentativo 
body ot trained citizens who know what tlio itacls 
arc, and who aro neltlier afraid nor too selfish to. 
apply Iho necessary romedlcs. If Iho college stu- 
dents of today carry on a problem aa suggested 
above, .seriously, and with the uso ot a hlgii stan- 
dard ot ctiiius, wo can reasonably expect tliis to be 
our last great period of economic depression. AVith 
tiio banishing ot tho banshco, depression, wo shall 
have solved the unemployment problem, too.

THE DUTCH TREAT 

Tho famous butch treat q;ucstlon, ' "itcsolvcd. 
That girls should pay halt the expenses when out 
"with boys, was tho subject ot a heated and fiery de- 
bate at the Amasagassean liltcrary Society AVed- 
nesday morning. Lester ICnoch and James I'atton 
represented tho affirniatlvo and IGstlior Young and 
Allen A'antrease defended tho ancient and tradl- 
llon.al advantage of the ladles over their boy friends. 
Because the speakers could not decldo on tho 
Judges, as their two boys and a girl,. or two girls 
nnd ono boy, would bo a. prejudiced setcctlon, and 
because ot tho huge majority ot boys In tho audi- 
ence, there was no decision, leaving each sec to re- 
entorco tho convictions tliey had before. 

Tho points In favor ot tho Dutch treat as ad- 
vanced by Messrs. Knoch and Palton are: 

1. It would put girls on equal grounds with 
boys, a thing for which they have clamored for ages. 

1'. It is fair. A boy and a boy share expenses; 
a girl and a girl share expenses: it is only right 
that a boy and girl should share Uiem. 

3. It would decrease divorce. Tho boy buys 
what tho fair ono wants while he's depending on 
Dad; after marriage he Is unablo to stand tho re- 
sponsibility, and the.leadlng cause of divorce breaks 
up tlie home. 

.4. It is favored by Dorothy Dix and other au- 
thorities; it is based on tradition, not common sense. 

5. AVould-Increase marrlogo, give girls more opt 
portunlty to choose the boys with whom they aa- 
Eocialc. and give old maids .1 break. 

C. Girls, especially college girls, are as well 
able to bear expenses as boys: a great per cent of 
college boys aro self-supporting; most college girls 
have their expenses paid by their fathers, .even it 
the boy's expenses aro paid by Dad, tho girl's dad 
Is as well able to bear c.Npcnses as the boy's. 

T. AVould causo better mutual understanding, 
and higher appreciation of tho value ot money. 

8. It would contribute to the general Health ot 
girls. It they had to pay for their own treats, they 
would cat less. This would save hours ot reducing 
exercises and Intense dieting as a result ot loo 
many sweets. 

Tho young ladles, Jlisscs A'antroase and Y'oung 
came back with the following reasoning:

0. It is only proper thiit tho host siiouid pay, 
and tli.e boy is tho iiost. Tho boy has tho privi- 
lege to 'ask whom ho ch.ooscs, and sliould pay tor 
tho privilege,

STUDENTS DO NOT WANT 
SELF-GOVERNMENT 

.students at tho University of AViscon.sIn, througli 
tlio mcillum of SU research teams, liavo declared 
that while they believo tliat tljey are intelligent and 
capable enough to govern themselves, they do not 
wish to accept such responsibility. 

AVo do not believo that tills is either a .com- 
mendation and a wreath tor tiio dean's office or a 
blow at tlio educatlomil theory that students sliould 
tako more responsibility upon themselves. 

Tho absence ot student administration and the 
necessity of students taking on some form ot ro- 
sponslbility can both bo reconciled to such a find- 
ing. 

Students do not want to govern themselves, and 
it may easily follow that they do not want to bo 
governed. Thero is a necessity for tho routine fol- 
lowing ot some sort ot red tape, but not to an ad- 
herence to a special set ot disciplinary rules set out 
to make the boy a clean, upright citizen by code 
of law i-atlier than by reason. A policy of "let them 
alone" should be toliowcd, with no penalties at- 
tached except for thoso instances which endanger 
the peace and safety of tho student community, 
Thero must ot course bo a discrimination here, 
probably for uppcrclassmcn, for it is to bo doubted 
that most npperclassmen could take the correct at- 
titude on lifo without some college training. 

Second, tho sort of responsibility that students 
need Is that wiiich is foiind in activities, each choos- 
ing his own field, with tl^o results to tho inilividual 
much the same. It is a responsibility which does 
not carry loo much weight behind it, but one which 
is highly necessary to the full development ot the. 
individual. Student government carries too mtich 
responsibility, some ot our so-called student ac- 
tivities, too little.

A survey of llie prices of building 
material and oil er expenses whlcii 
enter into the cost ot building, siiows 
that building costs are now consid- 
eiably lower lhan they were at tlie 
peak, and that tlioy are appai-cntly 
still on tliu downgrade is the report 
of Mr. i;,rneEt Pitt in his weekly re- 
view. 

Jvumber, lath, flooring, brick, ce- 
ment, sailli, i iiished stone, plumbing 
fixtures and supplies, hardware, roof- 
materials, lime oils, paints and 
glass, all arc considerably down. Some 
may not have touched bottom yet but 
many have gone just ns low as they 
can ever be c.\:pccted to go. 

Tills IS a feature calculated to en- 
courage building. Averaging them all 
over, i>rlccs of materials aro about 
25 per cent down, which is quite on 
important item in the financing of a 
house. It ■ indicates that a house 
whlcii cost $10,000 at tho'pealc would 
now be built for $7,500.00. And a 
block of flats or duplexes costing 
$20,000.0.0 coiild now be built for 
$15,000 00. ' 

.\n o,parlmcnt house which at peak 
cost $100,000.00 could now bo built 
for $73,000.00 and so on. Not only 
should this encourage the building of 
residential and industrial property, 
but it Is also an Indication that those 
municipalities and muncipal depart- 
ments which undertake public works 
Just now, like sewers, tunnels, sub- 
ways, bridges, etc., while doing a 
great good work in helping to relieve 
the unemployment situation will also 
be operating at 'great economy for 
tiiemselves. Their material costs will 
bo 25 per cent lower and labor will 
bo cheaper. — Not only will they pay 
a lower price for Jt, which no really 
public spirited municipal body would 
do at such a lime, but tho willing la- 
bor of men wlio aro glad to have 
found a Job and only too pleased to 
piit .their hearts and souls into their 
woik is bound to be more efficient 
and better ^-alue for the money than
